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Arumn: MegTING.—Last evening a Inrge
audience assembled at the Musical Fund Haltl,
to listen to the exeroises of the annual meeting of
the High Bchool Alumul, Mr, Charles Buck-

walter made the lutroductory speech, as fol'
lows ;—

Ladies and Qentlemen:—The honor devolves
upon me &s President of this Associntion to open
exarcises of the evening by what we are
plensed to term an introduvctory ad but
which on this occasion [ tear shall be nothing
more t an expression of o rew desuliory ideus
which seem to me not to be entirely ont of
place, At this lute day, and in this city, distin-
ﬁmhtd lor ile literary culture, I Imigine no-
Ing new could be uttered on the subject of the
impoltance of po“lmlnr education, nothing that
on are not alres *yoagnbmnt ol and thoroughly
mpressed with, Yeuon this suniversary ol the
orpanieation of this association, offspring as it
is of the great recognized bead of the Publie
Bchool pystem of Pennsylvania, both custom and
ecircumestance seem (0 lmpose upon me the duty
ol saylng at least something which s not en-,
tirely lorelgn to this deeply wteresting subjeot.

This day one year ago we were just emerging
from the darknoss which had e:xm ped our
souls in gloom, and there wore gradually break-
ing on our vision the welcome rays of the morn.
ing ol peace. Bherman had made his trinmphant
murch to the sea, and sweeping around the
wings of his army, had pencirated the heart of
the Carolinse, while indonitable Grand, having
“lought 1t out on that e all summer,” was
then with sure and steady appioachsurrounding
the Rebel Capital.  Those were the beginning of
the days when we breathed with a freer and
deeper breath, because the shadows were belng
litted up nod the nattonal ribulation was, in
the providence of God, nenrly at an end. Binoe
then, my iriends, we have cujoyed almost the
full noontide of peace.

We have tasted once agnin of the blessing
which for u time had been passed away from us.
Wil we heed the lessons of the war, burned (nto
our very hearts and memorie) as they have been?
Bhall we act more wisely than we did before?
Are our hearts pursr, brosder, more kindly since
they have been purged in the fire, or are all the
pelty antmosities of angered and partisan epirit
still rankling there?  Will we appreciate the
blessings which God showers upon our unworthy
hends, or will we torgel and desplse the SBource
from whenee they so profuscly flow? Will we
be better citizens, more faithful abiders by the
luw, more jenlous guardans of libery ? If we
do not rise to a higher plice, then has our strife
been altogether in vain,

All the glory of individusl greatness which
marks the history of the past, and *‘there were
giants in thoee days,” s overshudowed by the
strength and greatness, not of any one man
or clags of wen, but of this eutire nation, No
syetem that has yet been devised or suggested
can secure this %cnerul education more per-
feotly—such must be the testimony of every
man who has at all examined lt—than that
adopted in this Btate; and therclore we shonld, as
echolars and as cltizens, frown down and resist
every atlempt to undermine or destroy its
power, no matter from whut pretended f(riendly
q\}mrter it may come, or under whatever plausi-
ble pretext. Let us, then, belleving that itis s
vital element of the liberty we enjoy, never con-
sent to surrender a single branch of 'it, but pre.
serving it as the legacy of our fathers, perform
our whole duty in transmitting 1t to posterity.

The annual address was (hen delivered by
Charles Henry Brock, Esq., on
OUR NEW NATION,

‘“When a good ebip has outridden the storm,
cscaped the shoals, and lefy the lee-shore far
behind her, it is natoral, even while the sea is
yet running heavily, for passengers and crew,
gathered in groups m cabin or on deck, to speak
of past dangers and of future securlt% Surely,
then, the citizens of a great nation, before the
elements of an unequalled politieal agitation
have entirely subslded, may review, however
leebly, her conquered perils, and augur, how-
ever uncertainly, her coming destinies.”

Mr. Brock confessed to baving had misgivings
2% 1o the present propriety of his subject. While
it, to some extent, was Irite, 1t should not be
partisan, But he would not be understood s
even seeming to apologize for selecting & subject
80 pregnant with the destinies of the Repubile,
He had, however, & weighlier remson for Its
gelection, ‘‘Whatever ignoruuce may have said
to the contrary”—he regarded the Centrai High
Behool as the noblest embodiment of republican
intalhlgenm in the land, As suoch, 1t wasa legiti-
mate fountain of public senliment, an organtzed
centre of popular wisdom. Ag such, it could not
. be otherwise than prover for an lastitution,
which o thoroughly embodies the gentus of the
Republie, to recognize the wiumph of its national
prototype.”

For these rensons he had “‘resisted the fascina-
tions of litersture, the allorements of metaphy-
sigs, the wam fancles and guick humors of
social dph.llm;(. hies, and presented s subject,
urrayed in no holiday attire, but clad in pative
homet-}l»un-—-u little worn perhaps, but not so
ihreadbare that the audience would turn away
from its battle-grimed garments, and fall to see,
beneath, that mmi;e of their counery’s destiny—
ovm NEw Nation !

The spesker started with the saying of an
auncient philosopher, that “A civil war leaves no
enuse 10r trivmph.”

After & fine analysis of civil and revolntionary
war,the speaker 1 quired into thie charscter of our
great struggle.  Could it be dignified as a revo-
lution, or humiliated as mere partisan clvil ware?
Candor compelied a compromise. ‘‘The great
struggle fer the Americsn Union was, at once,
the most eivil revolaotionary war, snd the most
revolutionary civil war which history records,”
This srrikingly original position was supported
by gound logic,

Huving powerfully considered the emptiness
of ideal glory and physical pomp, if by our
nmg(fle greal ﬁr.ncmlm hid mot been estab-
lighed, the speaker proceedcd to lay out the
smuin henos of bwm oration ne lclows: —Our na-
tion was new in constitutions! genius, in inter-
pational s1atus, in soclal orgavism, in sentiment,
and in destiny,

As the etlort will probablr be published in
pamphlet torm, our readers iy be oontent with
our mere abstract,

The speaker thus dwelt on ihe past and present
nature of our Conatitution;—

“Such National Constitution should not be a
mere kaleidoscope for seotionul politics, not a
hybrid of legislation—or a ecvernmental freal
of nalure, but a conservative and an unchaoein
centre ol the common weal, n neutral ground o
pational interest, an intallible orucle of nutional
right, & supreme tribunsl o' national justioe,
us certain and a8 prowerful wm actlon as the
grandest mechanlsm ever reured by human
enius, it sbould be at once n masterpiece of
uman legislation and a relex of the eternal
code of God! Inthe universul arens of ns-
tionnlity, does all history present s grander
specticle ! No langer erouchivg at the feek of
legalized barbariem, blushing in her rags ot
compromise, shrinking trom the Ilibidinous
touch of party passion, waopiug over her |
ble heritage, and bemoan'ng her bastardized
birthright —1 see, to-duy, the Genlus of the
American Constitution, ercet in her triumph,
radiant ln ber beaoty, holy iu her purity, sn
unmortal in her destiny: ber orow loftier in
the consciousness ol victory, her eye brighter
in the survey of dominion. her every breath
drawn from the air of n purer clvilizatlon, her
cverf pulse prouder beneath the guze of hu-
munily and the world |
